BELIEF ACT 

The B.C, law will be called 
the Contracts Relief Act. 

It will be administered by 
county courts and by the B.C 
Supreme Court. 

The act establishes no fixed 
guidelines for the courts con¬ 
cerning what would bo consid¬ 
ered a fair cost for a loan and 
what would be co n sid er ed ex¬ 
cessive. 

After hearing the eondltlcm H 
will be up to the court to de¬ 
cide what is fair and what ha't.

WASHINGTON (APt-Presl- 
dent Johnson signed Into law 
Wednesday night a tax cut for 
moat individual U.S. taxpayer* 
and corporation* and pro¬ 
claimed It “the single moat im¬ 
portant etep we have taken to 
strengthen our economy since 
the Second World War."

Johnson acted on this biggest 
tax cut bi U.S. history within

South Africa, unified by their 
isolation, and few of them look 
beyond Southern Rhodesia. 

They maintain a breezy con¬ 
fidence that independence will 
generate a boom in the South 
African style. They are both 
second-rate snd efficient — an 
alarming combination. 

In many resiiects Southern 
Rhudesla seems like a grim cur¬ 
tain-raiser before the South 
African tragedy: with one im¬ 
portant difference, that Britain's 
Influence is still central. How¬ 
ever much they pretend not to 
care, the Rhodesians are acutely 
sensitive to London opinion, and 
they ha vs not yet aerlously had 
lo face the prospect of British i 
hostility. 

* * * 

They still believe that Britain 
will be prepared to grant inde¬ 
pendence without major conces¬ 
sions. But it is perhaps worth 
recalling that only twice has 
Britain given independence to a 
racial minority. The first in 1910 
nas to South Africa; the second 
was Zanzibar.
